ed to reflect the state of mind and de­ 
sires of those voting as to the particu­ 
lar issue ut stake at the ballot box at 
the time. 
In the matter of City Management 
for Sedalia, the people by a majority 
of fifty-eight, have decided it is not 
acceptable to them and their verdict 
stands just as decisively as if it had 
been a unanimous one. 
It was very 
unfortunate 
that 
so 
many issues not at all connected with 
the proposition were injected in the 
campaign, as a result of which very 
many votes were cast that did not re­ 
flect the opinion of the elector on the 
issue before him or her, but were dic­ 
tated by personal dislike for individu­ 
als, organizations or groups, or resent­ 
ment against them for some position 
they had taken, on other issues, in the 
past.
